ceut of the qualified electors of

oil}, will be p re s e n tid to city council 
at its regular session Tuesday e v en ­ 
ing. 
Approxim ately 220 nam es m u st 
a p p ear on th© petitions to m ake the 
required percentage qi voters. 
W ith the presentation of the p eti­ 
tions to council it will be o b lig a to r 
for that body to se t 
a p art a day' for 
a special election, not less than 60 nor 
m ore than 90 days from the date of 
their presentation, when the people 
will decide w hether or not it is their 
wish th at a com m ission be

to fram e a ch arter, and at the sam e 
tim e vote on tike nam es of 15 or ignore 
candidates for th e c h arter com m is­ 
sion. 
It is thus evident that this elec­
